NOTABLE WEDDING PERFORMED 
IN WASHINGTON, D. C. TODAY 


GLENWOOD SPRINGS, Col., Jan. 
16.—Twenty known dead aud thirty 
to fifty injured is the probable re­ 
sult of a wreck on the Rio Grande 
at I>otsera between a westbound pas­ 
senger 
train and an east 
bound 
freight. 
Dotsero is but twenty miles from 
here but there is no communication 
with the place ocher than the rail­ 
road telegraph lines which are now 
out of commission. 
This accounts for the lack of de­ 
tails. 
The freight was taking a siding 
and had all bul cleared the main 
track when struck by the passenger. 
The chair car of the passenger car 
was cut in two and one tourist car 
telescoped. It is probable that the 
number of dead will be increased. 
Twenty bodies have already been re­ 
moved. 
No one was injured in the sleep­ 
ing cars. 
A train left her© ea r ly this morn­ 
ing for the wreck, carrying all avail­ 
able doctors and nurses in the city. 
Dead May Reach Higher 
It is believed here that when all 
the dead are counted, it will be found 
that between 25 and 50 persons have j 
lost their lives. Thirty bodies are 
supposed to be still buried under 
the wreckage. 
Responsibility Mooted 
Railroad officials h*ja? say t b | re­ 
sponsibility for the wreck rests with 
the engine crew of the passenger 
train who were trying to “steal a 
siding”. 
In 
other quarters, the 
freight crew is blamed aa they were 
supposed to have received orders 
bere to wait for the passenger train 
at Dotsero. 
Between Cliff and Abyss 
The scene of the wreck is very 
difficulty of access. .On one side is a 
precipice and on the other a deep 
canyon. 
The freight was a heavy 
one, being a “double header,” and 
when the passenger train crashed 
into it the cars 
were 
completely 
splintered. The telescoped chair car 
snd the first coach of the passenger 
were both reduced to a mass of deb­ 
ris. It is believed not a single person 
in the chair car escaped death or in­ 
jury. 
Fire Follows Wreck 
Immediately after the crash, the 
wreckage took fire and the sur­ 
viving passengers were marshalled 
by the cooler heads to fight the 
flames. Snow which lined the tracks 
was brought into service and in this 
wav the fire was quickly extinguish­ 
ed.' 
Many Relief Trains 
A relief train from this city sent 
to Dotsera immediately after 
news 
of the wreck was received, has re­ 
turned with 20 dead bodies and as 
many 
more 
injured. 
Other relief 
trains sent from Salida, Minturn and 
Grand Junction have not let return­ 
ed. 
The first newR of the wreck was 
received from the crew of the west­ 
bound Denver and Rio Grande pas­ 
senger train No. I, which followed 
the ill-fated passenger train to Dot­ 
sero by two hours. 
The crew tele­ 
graphed to this 
city. 
immediately 
picked up doctors and nurses and 
sped to the scene of the disaster. 
The w*ork of rescue is being directed 
by telegraph by railroad officials in 
Glenwood. 
Among the known dead is Gut Ol­ 
sen of Salida, engineer of the pa»en- 
ger train while Sigmund Olsen, en­ 
gineer of the first engine of the 
freight, and J. T. Jeffrey, engineer of 
the first engine, are known to be se­ 
riously injured. 
Rescue Work Difficult 
Owing to the natural conditions 
at the scene of the wreck, the work 
of rescue has been greatly Impeded. 
Doctors and nurses on the relief train 
which has arrived here declare the 
scenes of horror presented at the 
wreck 
are 
almost 
indescribable. 
Nothing is left of the wrecked coach 
es, they declare, but masses of twist­ 
ed wood aud steel and beneath the 
debris the bodies of the victims can 
plainly be seen. 
As fast as the dead are taken out, 
their bodies are placed in a long row 
at the side of the track in readiness 
for the relief trains to bear them to 
this city. Most of the dead bodies 
taken out so far are mangled almost 
berend recognition. 
officials Won’t Estimate
